Sec. 500-5. Scope of Article. This Article applies to

all persons and insurance conpanies as defined in this Code.

This Article does not apply to surplus 1ines producers

licensed pursuant to Section 445 except as provided in

Section 500-40 and subsection (b) of Section 500-90 of this

Article.

(215 ILCS 5/500-10 new)

Sec. 500- 10. Definitions. I n addi ti on to t he

definitions in Section 2 of the Code, the follow ng

definitions apply to this Article:

"Business entity" neans a corporation, associ ati on,

partnership, limted liability conpany, limted liability

partnership, or other legal entity.

"Car rental limted line |licensee" neans a person

authorized wunder the provisions of Section 500-105 to sel

certain coverages relating to the rental of vehicles.

"Hone state" nmeans the District of Colunbia and any state

or territory of the United States in which an insurance

producer nmintains his or her principal place of residence or

pri nci pal place of business and is licensed to act as an
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i nsurance producer.

"I nsurance" neans any of the |lines of authority in

Section 500-35, any health care plan under the Health

Mai nt enance Organi zation Act, or any limted health care plan

under the Linmted Health Service Organi zati on Act.

"l nsurance producer" neans a person required to be

licensed under the laws of this State to sell, solicit, or

negoti ate i nsurance.

"I nsurer" neans a conpany as defined in subsection (e) of

Section 2 of this Code, a health nmai ntenance organi zati on as

defined in the Health Mintenance Organization Act, or a

limted health service organi zation as defined in the Limted

Health Service Organi zati on Act.

"License" neans a docunent issued by the Di rector

authorizing an individual to act as an i nsurance producer for

t he I i nes of authority specified in the docunent or
authorizing a business entity to act as an i nsurance
pr oducer. The license itself does not create any authority,

actual, apparent, or inherent, in the holder to represent or

conmt an i nsurance carrier.

"Limted lines insurance" neans those |lines of insurance

defined in Section 500-100 or any other line of insurance

that the Director may deemit necessary to recognize for the

pur poses of conplying with subsection (e) of Section 500-40.

"Limted |lines producer" neans a person authorized by the

Director to sell, solicit, Oor negotiate limted I i nes

i nNsur ance.

"Neqgotiate" neans the act of conferring directly with or

offering advice directly to a purchaser or prospective

purchaser of a particular contract of insurance concerning

any of the substantive benefits, terns, or conditions of the

contract, provided that the person engaged in that act either

sells insurance or obtains insurance from insurers for

pur chasers.
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"Person"” neans an individual or a business entity.

"Rental agreenent” neans a witten agreenent setting

forth the terns and conditions governing the use of a

vehicle provided by a rental conpany for rental or | ease.

"Rental conpany" neans a person, or a franchisee of the

per son, in the busi ness of providing prinmarily private

passenger vehicles to the public under a rental agreement for

a period not to exceed 30 days.

"Rental period" nmeans the termof the rental agreenent.

"Renter" neans a person obtaining the use of a vehicle

from a rental conpany under the terns of a rental agreenent

for a period not to exceed 30 days.

"Sell" nmeans to exchange a contract of insurance by any

means, for noney or its equivalent, on behalf of an insurance

conpany.

"Solicit" neans attenpting to sell insurance or asking or

urging a person to apply for a particular kind of insurance

froma particul ar conpany.

"Term nate" neans the cancellation of the relationship

bet ween an insurance producer and the insurer or the

term nation of a producer's authority to transact insurance.

"Uni form Busi ness Entity Application" neans the current

vVer si on of t he Nat i onal Associ ati on of | nsur ance

Conmi ssi oner s' Uni form Business Entity Application f or

nonr esi dent busi ness entities.

"Uniform Application" neans the current version of the

Nati onal Association of |Insurance Comm sSioners' Uni f or m

Application for nonresident producer |icensing.

"Vehicle" or "rental vehicle" neans a not or vehi cl e

of (1) the private passenger type, including passenger

vans, mni vans, and sport utility vehicles or (2) the carqgo

type, including carqgo vans, pickup trucks, and trucks

with a qross vehicle weight of |less than 26,000 pounds the

operation of which does not require the operator to possess a
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commercial driver's |license.

(215 ILCS 5/500-15 new)
Sec. 500-15. License required.

(a) A person may not sell, solicit, or negoti ate

insurance in this State for any class or classes of insurance

unless the person is licensed for that line of authority in

accordance with this Article.

(b) A person may not, for a fee, engage in the business

of offering any advice, counsel, opinion, or service with

respect to the benefits, advantages, or di sadvantages under

any policy of insurance that could be issued in Illinois,

unl ess that person is:

(1) engaged or enployed as an attorney licensed to

practice law and perforning duties incidental to that

(2) a li censed i nNsur ance pr oducer, limted

i nsurance representative, or tenporary insurance producer

offering advice concerning a class of insurance as to

which he or she is licensed to transact busi ness;

(3) atrust officer of a bank perfornmng duties

incidental to his or her position;

(4) an actuary or a certified public accountant

engaged or enployed in a consulting capacity, perforning

duties incidental to that position; or

(5) a licensed public adjuster acting within the

scope of his or her license.

(c) In addition to any other penalty set forth in this

Article, an individual who knowi ngly viol ates subsection (a)

is quilty of a Cass A n sdeneanor.

(d) In addition to any other penalty set forth in this

Article, any individual violating subsection (a) or (b) and

m sappropriating or converting any noneys collected in

conjunction with the violation is guilty of a Cass 4 felony.

Sec. 500-20. Exceptions to |icensing.

(a) Nothing in this Article shall be construed to

require an insurer to obtain an insurance producer |icense.

In this Section, the term "insurer" does not include an

insurer's officers, directors, enployees, subsidiaries, or

affiliates.

(b) A license as an insurance producer shall not be

required of the foll ow ng:

(1) an officer, director, or enployee of an insurer

or of an insurance producer, provided that the officer,

director, or enployee does not receive any comm SSion on

policies witten or sold to insure risks residing,

|l ocated, or to be perforned in this State and:

(A) the officer's, director's, or enployee's

activities ar e executi ve, adm ni strative,

managerial, clerical, or a conbination of these, and

ar e only indirectly rel at ed to t he sal e,

solicitation, or neqotiation of insurance;

(B) the officer's , director's, or enployee's

function relates to underwiting, |l oss control,

i nspecti on, or t he pr ocessi ng, adj usti ng,

i nvestigati ng, or settling of a claimon a contract

of insurance; or

(C the officer, director, or enployee is

acting in the capacity of a special agent or agency

supervi sor assisting insurance producers if the

person's activities are limted to providing

techni cal advice and assi st ance to i censed

i nsurance producers and do not include the sale,

solicitation, or neqotiation of insurance;

(2) a person who secures and furnishes infornmation

for the purpose of group life insurance, group property

and casualty insurance, group annuities, or group or
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bl anket accident and health insurance or for the purpose

of enrol ling i ndi vi dual s under pl ans, i SSui ng

certificates under plans or otherwise assisting in

adm nistering plans or who perforns adm ni strative

services related to nass narketed property and casualty

insurance, if no commssion is paid to the person for the

(3) an enployer or association or its officers,

directors, enployees, or the trustees of an enpl oyee

trust plan, to the extent that the enployers, officers,

enpl oyees, directors, or trustees are engaged in the

adm ni stration or operation of a program of enployee

benefits f or t he enployer's or association's own

enpl oyees or the enployees of its subsidiaries or

affiliates, which programinvolves the use of insurance

issued by an insurer, as |long as t he enpl oyers,

associ ations, officers, directors, enployees, or trustees

ar e not in any manner conpensated, directly or

indirectly, by the conpany issuing the contracts;

(4) enployees of insurers or organi zations enpl oyed

by insurers who are engaging in the inspection, rating,

or classification of risks or in the supervision of the

training of insurance producers and who are not

i ndividual ly engaged in the sale, solicitation, or

negoti ati on of insurance;

(5) a person whose activities in this State are

limted to advertising wthout the intent to solicit

insurance in this State through comruni cations in printed

publications or forns of electronic nass nedia whose

distribution is not limted to residents of this State,

provided that the person does not sell, solicit, or

negotiate insurance that would insure risks residing,

|l ocated, or to be perforned in this State;

(6) a person who is not aresident of this State
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who sel |l s, solicits, or neqgotiates a contract of

i nsurance for comrercial property and casualty risks to

an insured with risks located in nore than one state

i nsured under that contract, provided that the person is

otherwise licensed as an insurance producer to sell,

solicit, or negotiate that insurance in the state where

the insured maintains its princi pal place of business and

the contract of insurance insures risks located in that

state, or

(7) a salaried, full-tine enpl oyee who counsels or

advises his or her enployer relative to the insurance

interests of the enployer or of the subsidiaries or

business affiliates of the enployer provided that the

enpl oyee does not sell or solicit insurance or receive a

conm SsSi on.

Sec. 500-25. Application for exam nati on.

(a) A resident individual applying for an insurance

producer license must pass a witten exanination unless

exenpt pursuant to Section 500-45. Both part one and part 2

of the exami nation nust be passed within 90 days of each

other. The exanm nation shall test the know edge of the

i ndi vi dual concerning the lines of authority for which

application is made, the duties and responsibilities of an

i nsurance producer, and the insurance laws and rules of this

St at e. Exam nations required by this Section must be

devel oped and conducted wunder rules prescribed by the

Drector.
(b) The Director may neke arrangenents, i ncl udi ng
contracting with an out si de testing service, f or

adm ni stering exam nations and collecting the nonrefundable

fee set forth in Section 500-135.

(c) An individual applying for an exam nation nust rem:t
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a nonrefundable fee as prescribed by the Director as set

forth in Section 500-135, plus a separate remttance pavyable

to the designated testing service for the total fees the

testing service charges for each of the various services

bei ng reqguested by the applicant.

(d)  An i ndi vi dual who fails to appear for the

exam nation as scheduled or fails to pass the exam nation,

must reapply for an exanination and remt all required fees

and forns before being reschedul ed for another exam nation.

Sec. 500-30. Application for |license.

(a) An individual applying for a resident insurance

producer |license must nake application on a form specified by

t he Di rector and decl are under penalty of refusal,

suspension, or revocation of the license that the statenents

made in the application are true, correct, and conplete to

the best of the individual's knowl edge and belief. Bef or e

approving the application, the Director nust find that the

i ndi vi dual :

(1) is at least 18 years of age;

(2) has not committed any act that is a ground for

denial, suspension, or revocation set forth in Section

(3) has conpleted, if required by the Director, a

pre-licensing course of study for the lines of authority

for which the individual has applied (an individual who

successfully conpl et es t he Fire and Casual ty

pre-licensing courses also neets the requirenents for

Personal Lines-Property and Casualty):

(a) Unless denied a license pursuant to Section 500-70,

persons who have nmet the requirenments of Sections 500-25 and

500-30 shall be issued a 2-year insurance producer |icense.

An i nsurance producer may receive qualification for a license

in one or nore of the following lines of authority:

(1) Life: i NSur ance cover age on human lives
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i ncludi ng benefits of endownent and annuities, and nmay

include benefits in the event of death or di snenber nent

by accident and benefits for disability incone.

(2) Variable life and variable annuity products:

i nsurance coverage provi ded under variable life insurance

contracts and vari able annuiti es.

(3) Accident and health or sickness: insurance

coverage for sickness, bodily injury, or accidental death

and nay include benefits for disability incone.

(4) Property: insurance coverage for the direct or

consequential | oss or danage to property of every Kkind.

(5) Casualty: insurance coverage agai nst | ega

liability, i ncl udi ng t hat f or deat h, i njury, or

disability or damage to real or personal property.

(6) Personal lines: property and casualty insurance

coverage sold to individuals and famlies for prinmarily

noncommer ci al pur poses.

(7)) Any other line of insurance permtted under

State | aws or rul es.

(b) An insurance producer license shall rennin in effect

unl ess revoked or suspended as long as the fee set forth in

Section 500-135 is paid and education requirenents for

resi dent individual producers are net by the due date.

(1) Before each license renewal, an insurance

producer nust satisfactorily conplete at least 30 hours

of course study in accordance with rules prescribed by

the Director. The Director may not approve a course of

study unless the course provides for classroom sem nar,

or self-study instruction nethods. A course given in a

conbi nation instruction nethod of classroom or seni nar

and sel f-study shall be deened to be a self-study course

unl ess the classroomor semnar certified hours neets or

exceeds two-thirds of total hours certified for the

cour se. The self-study naterial used in the conbination
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course nust be directly related to and conplenent the

cl assroom portion of the course in order to be considered

for credit. An instruction nethod other than cl assroom
or sen nar shal | be consi dered as sel f - study
met hodol ogy. Self-study credit hour s require t he

successful completion of an exanm nation covering the

self-study material. The exam nati on may not be

sel f - eval uat ed. However, if the self-study naterial is

conpl eted through the use of an approved conputerized

interactive format whereby the conputer validates the

successful completion of the self-study material, no
addi ti onal exam nation is required. The self-study
credit hours contained in a certified course shall be

considered classroom hours when at | east two-thirds of

the hours are given as classroom or seninar instruction.

(d) An individual i nsurance producer who allows his or

her license to |l apse may, within 12 nonths after the due date

of the renewal fee, be issued a license without the necessity

of passing a witten exani nation. However, a penalty in the

amount of double the unpaid renewal fee shall be required

after the due date.

(e) A licensed insurance producer who is unable to
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comply with 1license renewal procedures due to mlitary

service may request a waiver of those procedures.

(f) The license nust contain the |licensee's nane,
addr ess, and personal identification nunmber, the date of
i ssuance, the |lines of authority, the expiration date, and

any other information the Director deens necessary.

(g) Licensees nust inform the Director by any neans

acceptable to the Director of a change of address within 30

days after the change.

(e) Notwithstanding any other provision of this Article,

a person licensed as a linmted |lines producer in his or her

home state shall receive a nonresident linmted |ines producer

li cense, pursuant to subsection (a) of this Section, granting

the sane scope of authority as gqranted under the ||icense

issued by the producer's hone state.

This exenption is only available if the person

is currently licensed in that state or if the application is

received within 90 days after the cancellation of the

applicant's previous license and if the prior state i ssues a

Sec. 500- 50. | nsur ance pr oducers; exam nati on

statistics.

(a) The wuse of exam nations for t he pur pose of

determining qualifications of persons to be licensed as

i nsurance producers has a direct and far-reaching effect on

persons seeking those licenses, on i nsurance conpani es, and

on the public. It isin the public interest and it wll

further the public welfare to insure that exam nations for

licensing do not have the effect of unlawfully discrimnating

agai nst applicants for licensing as insurance producers on
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the basis of race, color, national origin, or sex.

(b)) As used in this Section, the following words have

the nmeanings qgiven in this subsection.

Exam nati on. "Exam nati on" neans the exanm nation in each

line of insurance admi ni stered pursuant to Section 500- 30.

Exan nee. "Exam nee" means a person who takes an

Correlation. "Correl ati on" neans a statistical neasure of

t he rel ati onship bet ween performance on an item and

performance on a part of the exam nation

(c) The Director shall ask each exam nee to self-report

on a voluntary basis on the answer sheet, application form

or by other appropriate neans, the following information:

(1) race or ethnicity (African Anerican; white;

Anerican I ndian; Asian; Hi spanic; or other);

(2) education (8th qgrade or less; less than 12th

grade; high school diploma or GE. D.;: sone college, but
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no 4-year degree: or 4-year degree or nore): and

(3) gender (nmale or fennle).

The Director nust advise all exaninees that they are not

required to provide this information, that they wll not be

penalized for not doing so, and that the Director will use

the information provided exclusively for research and

statistical pur poses and to inmprove the quality and fairness

of the exam nati ons.

(e) The Director nust obtain a reqular analysis of the

data collected under this Section, and any other rel evant

information, for purposes of the developnent of new test

forms. The analysis shall continue the inplenentation of the

item sel ection nethodol ogy as recomrended in the Final Report

of the Illinois Insurance Producer's Licensing Exam nation

Advisory Committee dated Novenber 19, 1991, and filed with

t he Department unl ess sone ot her nethodology is deterni ned by

the Director to be as effective in mnimzing differences

between white and mnority exanm nee pass-fail rates.

(f) The Director has the discretion to set cutoff scores

for the exam nations, provided that scaled scores on test

fornme admnistered after July 1, 1993, shall be made

conparable to scaled scores on test forns admnistered in

1991 by use of professionally acceptable nethods so as to

mnimze changes in passing rates related to the presence or

absence of or changes in equating or scaling equations or

met hods or content outlines. Each cal endar year, the scal ed

cutoff score for each part of each exam nation shal

fluctuate by no nore than the standard error of neasurenent

fromthe scaled cutoff score enployed during the preceding

year.

(h) The Director nust maintain, for a period of 3 years

after they are prepared or used, all registration forns, test

fornms, answer sheets, operational itens and pretest itens,

item anal yses, and other statistical analyses relating to the

exam nations. Al personal identifying information regarding

exam nees and the content of test itens nust be nmintai ned

confidentially as necessary for purposes of protecting the

personal privacy of exam nees and the nmintenance of test

(i) In admnistering the exanm nations, the D rector nust

make such accommodations for disabled exaninees as are

reasonably warranted by the particular disability invol ved,

An i nsurance conpany that delivers to any

i nsurance producer in this State a policy or contract for

insurance pursuant to the application or request of an

i nsurance producer, authorizes the producer to collect or

receive on its behalf paynent of any prenmiumthat is due on
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the policy or contract for insurance at the tine of its

i ssuance or delivery and any prem umthat becones due on the

policy or contract not nore than 90 days thereafter.

(b) An insurer that issues a policy of insurance shal

be deened to have received paynent of the premiumif the

i nsured paid any insurance producer requesting the coverage.

(b) A licensee whose license is on inactive status nmay

have the license restored by neking application to the

Depar t ment on such form as nay be prescribed by the

Departnment. The applicati on nust be acconmpanied with a fee of

The bond shall be

condi ti oned upon full accounting and due payment to the

person or conpany entitled thereto, of funds conming into the

i nsurance producer's possession as an incident to insurance

transactions under the license or surplus line insurance

transactions under the license as a surplus |line producer.

Upon the filing of a verified

petition in the court, the court, if satisfied by affidavit

or otherwise that the person is required to have a |license

and does not have a valid and current |license, may enter a

tenporary restraining order without notice or bond, enjoining

the defendant fromacting in any capacity that requires such

| i cense. A copy of the verified conplaint shall be served

upon the defendant, and the proceedi ngs shall thereafter be

conducted as in other civil cases. If it is established that

the defendant has been, or is engaged in any unlawful

practice, the court nmy enter an or der or i udgnent

perpetually enjoining the defendant from further engaging in

such practi ce. In all proceedi ngs brought under this

Section, the court, in its discretion, may apportion the

costs anmpng the parties, including the cost of filing the

conplaint, service of process, wtness fees and expenses,

court reporter charges, and reasonable attorney fees. | n

case of the violation of any injunctive order entered under

the provisions of this Section, the court may sunmarily try

and punish the offender for contenpt of court. The

injunctive relief available under this Section is in addition

to and not in lieu of all other penalties and renedies

provided in this Code.
